Lo the Inhabitants of the Town of Vago iie : 


The Board of Education beg leave to make the following 
report of the schools under their charge, for the school year 
ending March 1, 1891. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


The North school, for the three terms, making up the 
school year of 28 weeks, was taught by Miss Mary A. Tilton 
of Kensington, who came highly recommended as a_ teacher 
of experience and ability, and one who had made.a record of 
success in schools where she had taught. Miss Tilton gained 
the love and respect of her pupils and maintained good order. 
The pupils made exceedingly good progress in their studies 
and thus did credit to themselves and their teacher. 

Your committee cannot refrain from calling attention to 
the pressing need of a new school house, in the immediate 
future, for the accommodation of the North school, and most 
earnestly recommend that some action be taken as soon as 
possible, whereby the North school may have the accommo- 
dations it needs and deserves. 


CENTER SCHOOL. 


The Center school for the school year of 30 weeks was 
taught by Miss Henrietta M. Peaslee of Danville. Miss 
Peaslee has taught this school for several. years past, and in it 
as a teacher her success has been remarkable. She evidently 
believes in a great amount of hard work on her own part ard 
a like amount of hard study on the part of her pupils. The 
progress made by the pupils in their lessons, was highly satis- 
factory to your committee, and also to the parents and friends 
of the pupils. The school house is ina fair degree of repair 
and with care will probably last for several years to come. 


q2 SCHOOL REPORT. 
SOUTH SCHOOL. 


The South school, for the spring term of 10 weeks was 
taught by Miss Lida Crawford of Chester, who had taught 
the fall-and winter terms of the previous year in this school. 
Miss Crawford gave good satisfaction in her management of 
the school, and proved herself a competent and able teacher, 
winning the love and respect of her pupils, and also the ap- 
proval of your committee. Considering the large size of the 
school, good progress was made by the pupils in their studies. 
At the niger of the spring term Miss Crawford declined to 
take the school for the ensuing fall and winter terms, and it 
therefore became necessary to secure the services of a new 
teacher. 


The fall term of 12 weeks and the winter term of 10 
weeks were taught by Miss Annie A. Hartford of Richmond, 
Maine, a oraduate of the Farmington, Me., Normal School, 
who proved herself a teacher of rare ability, and who has 
taught the pupils to respect her and her authority. Miss 
Hartford has proved by care and patience, and also by hard 
work in the school room, her ability to successfully teach and 
govern a large school. Very good progress was made by the 
punils i in their studies during the two terms taught by Miss 
Hartford. 


Your committee would most earnestly call attention to 
the great need of additional room for the South school to be 
gained either by enlarging the present school building or by 
building an entirely new school house at some desirable point. 
We would recommend some action to be taken in regard to 
the matter as soon as possible. 


On the whole, the school year for all the schools in town, 
has been a very successful_one, and parents, teachers and 
pupils have reason to be encouraged, and to feel a good de- 
gree of satisfaction. 


During the year, beautiful flags have been procured and 
raised; one on the Center school house, through the efforts 
of Master Howard F. Sargent and others; and one on the 
South school house, through the efforts of Master Warren 


Arnold and others. We believe the patriotic sentiment shown

by the procuring and raising these flags, is a credit to the 
the town and also to our common school system.
